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GHI Looks at Parkins, Concrete Work; Block 
Home Ventilation; and Razing Boiler Plants

Many items of a house¬ 
keeping nature were dealt 
with at the January 23 reg¬ 
ular GHI board meeting, 
most of them included on 
the regular agenda. How¬ 
ever, some new issues were 
also discussed during the 
evening. Beside the week¬ 
end theft of keys, which the 
staff had already taken 
steps to neutralize, interest¬ 
ing questions came up con¬ 
cerning a proposed loan for 
the townhouse rehabilitation 
program and disposal of the 
original GHI steam plants. 

The loan amount originally 
contemplated to be borrowed to 
pay costs of the townhouse pro¬ 
ject was $600,000, but the finan¬ 
cing source, Federal National 
Mortgage Association (FNMA), 
has notified the Cooperative Bank 
(NCB), which is handling the 
transaction for GHI, that loans 
of less than $750,000 would be 
at a higher effective interest rate; 
therefore the question before the 
board was whether to borrow the 
additional $150,000 and for what 
constructive purposes could it be 
used- General manager Ron Col¬ 
ton noted that useful capital im¬ 
provements such as parking, con¬ 
crete work, etc., could be carried 
out which would have a longer 
life than the 15-year period of the 
loan. Board member Raj’’ McCaw- 
ley suggested replacing working 
capital reserves which were 
“drained” by the asbestos remov¬ 
al work, while director Janet 
Cantwell agreed with Colton that 
projects such as ventilating the

block houses to solve moisture 
problems, could be carried out 
with the money.

Boiler Plants 

The issue of the boiler plants 
was raised indirectly by Williams 
who mentioned that he had found 
a potentially dangerous situation 
existing at one of the old boiler 
installations on Laurel Hill Road; 
a deep pit inside it was accessible 
through a broken door. Colton 
agreed and stated “We’re start¬ 
ing to think the boiler plants are 
not an asset any more; even as 
housing they may not be useful” 
and therefore the staff was going 
to get bids to demolish the two 
on Laurel Hill and one on Re¬ 
search Road. The latter site, he 
said, would be a good place for 
an additional playground since it 
is on level land. A rough estimate 
for such demolition might be 
$20,000. McCawley cautioned only 
that the membership should be 
given an opportunity to vote on 
the step.

through hand-carried notices, and 
all affected locks throughout GHI 
were being changed at a rapid 
rate. This conservative action was 
being taken even though the 
stolen keys were not usable for a 
number of reasons. The cost in¬ 
volved, mostly in man-hours, will 
be approximately $5,000; the 
maintenance department already 
has a supply of some new locks, 
ar.d lock changing is a fast pro¬ 
cess. Wright added that members 
who were out when new locks 
were installed can pick up keys 
at the GHI office up to 8 p.m., 
or call maintenance at 474-6011. 
In response to a question from 
director Debbie Hartwiek, he 
noted that it would likely be pos¬ 
sible to claim insurance for the 
loss. 

Mortgage Ownership 

On the subject of GHI’s con¬ 
tacts with savings and loan con¬ 
servator MDIF (Maryland De¬ 
posit Insurance Fund) concerning 
the current dispute over mortgage 
ownership, Colton informed the 
board that in a communication 
received by the corporation’s at¬ 
torney from MDIF, there is miss¬ 
ing a critical document detailing 
the actual “participation con¬ 
tract” between GHI, Community, 
EPIC and FNMA. He described 
the paper — which purportedly 
transferred Twin Pines loans to 
FNMA — as essential for ascer¬ 
taining the facts and said that 
MDIF’s lawyers are “begging the 
question.” In further discussion 
of some reports that Meritor 
Savings Bank, a subsidiary of the 
large Philadelphia Savings Fund 
Society, may buy Community, 
piesident Margaret Hogensen ex¬ 
plained her opinion that “it's in 
See GHI BOARD, page 3, col.

Weidenfeld Elected 
Chairman of COG 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld was 
elected chairman of the board of 
the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
on January 8. Weidenfeld, who 
has been a member ot COG for 
eight years and served as vice 
chairman to the board since 1984, 
told his colleagues on the Board 
that his primary goal as chair¬ 
man would be to “continue COG’s 
important role in the region. , , ■ 
We cannot be complacent because 
COG’s work is never finished.” 
He proposed that COG begin 
planning for the future needs of 
the region by adopting a stra¬ 
tegic plan to the year 2000. He 
also proposed strengthening the 
structure of the COG board.

Patent and Trademark Office, 
Weidenfeld has been a member 
of the city council since 1971 and 
served as mayor for eight .years* 
He is a member of the Legislative 
Action Committee for the Mary¬ 
land Municipal League, and is 
past president of the Prince 
Georges County Municipal Asso¬ 
ciation. 


Parcels 1, 2 Rezoning Hearing 
Postponed Again, to March 14 


Prince Georges County Zoning Hearing Examiner Barry 
Cramp on Friday, January 24, agreed to defer consideration 
of the long-pending rezoning applications for Parcels 1 
and 2. The hearing is now scheduled for March 14. 


Cramp previously had denied 
a request for indefinite delay 
made by Russell W- Shipley, at¬ 
torney for applicants Charles 
Bresler, Theodore Lerner and As¬ 
sociates. Shipley had said the 
continuance was necessary to pro¬ 
vide time to complete negotia¬ 
tions with Greenbelt’s city council 
for disposition of the land. The 
city had not objected to the re¬ 
quested postponement. 

Cramp subsequently agreed to 
the continuance, but with the spe¬ 
cific March date rather than for 
an indefinite time. City Attorney 
Robert Manzi concurred in the 
continuance. 

The applications involve 112 
acres of Parcels 1 and 2, land 
between the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. property. About 102 
acres (Parcel 1) are located north 
of Northway extended and 10 
acres (Parcel 2) are between 
Hamilton Place and Gardenway. 

At a January 8 work session 
with city council, Shipley put 
forth a variety of options by 
which the city could acquire parts 
or all of Parcels 1 and 2 as well 
as county land formerly owned 
by the Board of Education. 
Among possible options suggest-

ed by Shipley were: 1) donation 
to the city of the 102-acre Par¬ 
cel 1, undisputed claim by the 
city to the former school board 
property (72 acres), and in re¬ 
turn city support for townhouse 
zoning for the 10-acre Parcel 2; 
2) sale of both parcels to the 
city; 3) preparation of a plan 
for use of the land to include 
some private development, to be 
done by a land planner chosen by 
the city and paid by the owners 
of the land; 4) donation by the 
owners of half the land to the 
city in return for development 
rights to the other half; 5) oth¬ 
er options to be suggested by city 
officials. 

Shipley said there are problems 
in developing Parcel L including 
limited access (from Plateau 
Place and possibly Laurel Hill 
Road) and the high cost of pro¬ 
viding sewers ($2*A to $5 million). 
The original rezoning applica¬ 
tions were filed in the early 
3960’s. Shipley said the subse¬ 
quent delays are “frustrating” to 
tho landowners who have come 
to the point where they would 
donate “half or all of the 102 
acres to the city” if agreement 
could be reached on the remain¬ 
ing property owned by them in 
the city.

Thank you for your letter on 
behalf of the Eleanor and Frank¬ 
lin Roosevelt Democratic Club in 
support of completion of the full 
101 mile system. I appreciate 
your members’ support for my 
efforts in Congress to secure con¬ 
tinued federal construction fund¬ 
ing for Metro. 

Throughout the last year, I 
worked with the members of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
on this matter. It soon became 
apparent that all mass transit 
systems were going to be subject 
to some budget cuts. We were 
pleased at year’s end that Cong¬ 
ress compromised on $227 million 
in Metro construction funding, 
which was less than had been 
originally requested but substan¬ 
tially more than the Senate had 
approved* 

The Gramm-Rudman balanced 
budget legislation adopted by 
Congress in December setting 
strict deficit reduction targets for 
each year through 1991 presents 
new challenges for Metro con¬ 
struction funding. Already it has 
been reported that the President’s 
budget will include no funds for 
Metro for the next year. 

Prince Georges County and the 
State of Maryland have contrib¬ 
uted to the Metro system with 
the understanding that the Green 
Line, which will serve the larg¬ 
est number of riders of any line 
in the whole system, will be com¬ 
pleted- I will continue to make 
this goal one of my top priori¬ 
ties in the next year and in every 
year until Metro measures 101 
miles, . , *

Agatha Christie fans will not be disappointed in the 
Greenbelt Players' presentation of “Black Coffee” at the 
Utopia Theater.

Leonard Cohen as Poirot is 
marvelous. He masters a French 
accent as well as adroitly leads 
the audience through a series of 
clues as the plot unravels and 
the murderer is revealed.

Can Dental Care Be Painless? 

Many people put off going to 
see their dentist regularly be¬ 
cause of the lingering fear of 
pain and discomfort.

In reality, great strides 
have been made in all aspects 
of dental care to greatly reduce 
or eliminate the fear of dis¬ 
comfort, as well as the pain 
formerly associated with den¬ 
tal treatment. Modern high¬ 
speed equipment and improved 
restorative materials greatly 
reduces the time needed for all 
procedures, and allows treat¬ 
ment to be done in multiple 
sections, or quadrants, of the 
mouth at one time. In addi¬ 
tion, newly developed anesthe¬ 
tics and modified injection 
techniques are very effective 
and much less uncomfortable 
than before.
